Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — In between dishwashings my dis­ 
hwasher acquires an odor. It is not a case of leftover 
foods spoiling, since I rinse all my dishes thoroughly 
before putting them in the dishwasher. What can be 
causing this and what can I do about it? Is there a safe 
deodorizer I can use between washings9 — MRS. R P T. 
DEAR MRS. R P T. — The makers of baking soda say 
that soiled dishes left in a dishwasher for a period of 
time could cause an odor. Once a day sprinkle baking 
soda over the bottom and repeat each time the dis­ 
hwasher is run. Soda helps to eliminate odors up to 72 
hours. Try this, even though your dishes are rinsed 
before they are put in. Add soda when you start to load 
the dishwasher. — POLLY.
